painters had a black coat of 
paint applied to nearly the en­ 
tire surface late this morning. 
Work on the “elongated chim­ 
ney” began nearly three weeks 
ago. 
Construction of the new stack 
differed from tile erection of a 
previous stack put in place sev­ 
eral years ago. Then a 120-foot 
smoke stack was assembled on 
the ground and pulled up into 
position by means of guy wires. 
The new “tower,” however, 
was built piece ’by piece from 
the ground by the addition of 
hall sections one above another 
and riveted together. The sec­ 
tions were placed in opposing 
rings, with the joints in each 
ring midway between the joints- 
of the next section. 
Each of the half sections of 
the 140-foot smoke stack meas­ 
ures five feet In height. 
The 
diameter of the pipe is five feet. 
Each of the semi-circle sections 
weighs 500 pounds. 
There are 
56 of the semi-circle sections in 
the stack. 
During its construction the 
stack was the drawing card for 
many 
visitors. 
They 
saw a 
scaffolding inside the “tower” 
upon which the workers raised 
themselves as the work pro­ 
gressed. and a hanging platform, 
equipped with wheels that rest­ 
ed against the stack to permit 
the platform to travel around 
and around the “tow’er” in its 
climb to the sky.

C,M.M'CURDY,8S, 
DIES; FORMER 
BANKERHEREAND 
IN BELLEFONTE 


Charles M. McCurdy, 85, retired 
Bellefonte banker, former cashier of 
the Gettysburg National bank and 
one-time president of the Gettysburg 
Water company and Hie Gettysburg 
school board, died Monday evening 
at 9:30 o'clock at Bellefonte, accord­ 
ing to word received here today. 
Mr McCurdy was born in Adams 
county November 9, 1852. He was a 
son of the late Robert McCurdy, 
Esq., and Mary Marshall McCurdy. 
He attended Gettysburg, then Penn­ 
sylvania college, where he was a 
member of the class of 1873. For a 
time he was employed in the engi­ 
neering corps of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad in Wisconsin 
and later by the Adams Express 
company here. 
On April 30, 1875, he was elected 
as a teller in the Gettysburg Na­ 
tional bank and remained with that 
bank until 1889 when he resigned to 
accept a position with the Columbia 
National bank of Washington, D. C. 
In February of the next year he re­ 
turned to the Gettysburg bank as 
assistant cashier and served iii that 
position until 1898 when he resigned 
to accept the cashiership of the First 
National bank of Bellefonte.
